A rew years back the love for flowers was not so 
universal as it is to-day, and the blossoms grown in 
and about the Metropolis were more than sufficient to 
meet the London demand. : 

Now the cultivation of flowers constitutes ohe of the 

most stirring industries. 
Mos © flowers sold in. London are 
Britain, though thousands of heads of narcissus are 
furnished by the storm-swept islands of Scilly, and 
tons of boxes of violets are sent over from the South 
of France, 

Anyone who visits Covent Garden between eight in 
the evening and seven in the morning can see scores 
of vans filled with flowers, in boxes and loose. 

Costermongers are to be found here by the hundred 
on market mornings, and two hundfed pounds worth 
of flowers are often sold to these street traders within 
afow hours. - 

The takings of several costers who hawk flowers 
—_ ‘the best London neighbourhoods top £20 a week 
each. 

At a big florist’s in the West End we were enlightened 
to the fact that a hundred pounds worth of buttonholes 
were sold one morning last summer at a shilling each. 

This was an exception, forty pounds worth being
